“ Guernes, an ecclesiastic of Pont St. Maxence, in 
Picardy, wrote a metrical Life of Thomas a Becket; and 
from his anxiety to procure the most authentic information 
on the subject, came over to Canterbury in 1172. He 
states that having begun his work in France, he had been 
inaccurate in many of his facts, but that by conversing 
with persons who had known St. Thomas in private life, he 
had been enabled to correct many of his mistakes, and to 
make considerable progress in his poem, when his secretary 
robbed him of his manuscript ; that this principally afflicted 
him from the fear that his name might be employed to 
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cover untruths, and that purchasers might be deluded into 
buying on imperfect work ; but that far from being dis- 
couraged by this unlucky robbery, he had redoubled his 
zeal for collecting materials, and had finally perfected his 
work in 1 177- He further assures us, that he had more 
thnn once publickly read his poem at the tomb of the 
Archbishop ; a proof (says M. de la Rue) that the romance 
tongue was, at this time, very generally understood in 
England. Perhaps, however, there never was a period 
when the town of Canterbury would not have furnished a 
sufficient audience for such an exhibition. This work of 
Guerncs is written in stanzas of five Alexandrines, all end- 
ing with the 3nme rhyme j a mode of composition which 
may possibly have been adopted for the purpose of being 
easily chanted.

The Hible, translated from the Vulgate into the Flemish 
or Low Dutch language, with a Gloss.

This translation from the Vulgate is undoubtedly one of 
the first that appeared in prose in a northern idiom. Por- 
tions of it were issued very early in the 14th century ; con- 
sequently upwards of a hundred years before the invention 
of printing, nnd more than two centuries previous to Lu- 
ther's new version. The text was ultimately adopted for 
the edition of the Bible printed at Delft in 14*7.

Plays, founded upon tbs Old and New Testaments, 
and it is in the hand- writingof George Beilin, with the date 
of 1592, which is older than any other existing MS. of 
the same series of performance, excepting that in the pos- 
session of the Duke of Devonshire. George Beilin was 
also the penman of the most valuable of the two copies 
in the Museum (Harl. MS. 2013), which bears date in 
1 600, or eight years posterior to the present. There is 
not much variation between the two MSS. by Beilin ex- 
cepting at the close of the 19th Play, but still one copy 
most materially supports and assists the other.

very fine MS. of the Fifteenth Century upon vellum. 

" This is by no means an uncommon work in MS. It 
sometimes occurs in French, In which it was most pro- 
bably composed, as the MSS. in that language are older 
than those in English. In the Harleian Collection there 
is an English copy with an old note that ascribes the com- 
position of it to one Douglas, a Monk of Glastonbury. 
The early part is a compilation from Geoffrey of Mon- 
mouth. 

Caxton printed and continued it to his own time, whence 
the whole has been erroneously ascribed to him : at least 
it is usually called his Chronicle. It was likewise printed 
by Machlinia whose Edition I conceive to be anterior to 
that by Caxton, 

The fructus temporum is the same work with additions 
to the beginning and end. On fi. 3 1. of sheet 16 (accord- 
ing to the pencil numeration) there begins an anonymous, 
and as far as I know on unnoticed Chronicle in Latin 
verse. The author a canon regular composed it under 
the inspiration of the Holy Ghost (here called Auctor 
principalis) when sick of a fever. It begins, 

“ Febribus infectus requies fuerat michi lectus." 

It contains a period from 1346 to 1405, being divided 
into 4 parts, and the whole called a prophecy.” Note by 
Mr. Douce.

*,* This extraordinary Manuscript was written about 
the middle of the XV’th Century for the Amusement of King 
Don John Ilnd. and teas considered as one of the treasures of 
the Escurial. It is described by N. Antonio, Tom. 2, p.251, 
Bibl. Vetus, and Velasquez, p. 53 ; but the most particular 
account of its coutents is in the Bibliotheca Espanola of 
Joseph Rodriguez de Castro, vol. 1, p. 265, from which the 
following translation is taken. 

“In the beginning of this Century (Cent . XV.) was born a 
Jew, named Baena, who abjured his errors and professed the 
Christian Faith, taking in holy baptism the names of Juan 
Alfonso. He was amanuensis to King D Juan Ilnd. and 
displayed his taste in Poetry, and particular knowledge in 
the gentle craft, or art of the Troubadours, by the Collec- 
tion which he presented to the King of all the relique9 
which he could collect of the ancient Spanish Troubadours ; 
among which he inserted various poems of his own con- 
temporaries, some of which were composed by himself and 
one of his brothers, and some which held in contempt cer- 
tain superstitions of the Jews. 

The greater number of Specimens in this collection are 
from Christian Troubadours, and ought perhaps to have 
been reserved for a more suitable place than the work 
of a Jewish Convert ; but as it contains several Jewish, 
and many Christian Poems little or not at all known, 
and as it is a most copious Collection, which proves 
the affection of the Spaniards of that age, and of those 
which preceded it to this class of Poetry, and also on 
account of the elegance and spirit of the language ( for 
those times), the subtile conceptions of its Authors, and the 
different historical notices by no means common ; it ap- 
pears to us advisable to give an account of all the articles, 
taking entire the shortest specimens of Baena and his bro- 
ther. and of those which relate to the Rabbis, but of those 
to the Christians, giving only their titles, and first and lost 
stanzas, because of them and of their merit we may dis- 
course when we treat of their respective authors : leaving 
the curiosity of the erudite satisfied for the present by this 
anticipated notice, and by selecting a specimen of the va- 
riety and elegance of its metres." 

“ This collection is in MS. in the Royal Library of San 
Lorenzo in the Escurial, being j. h. 5, in a large folio vo- 
lume of 202 leaves, on paper, in beautiful writing of the 
XVth Century, with some abbreviations and corrections in 
different parts ; with the title page, heads of the chapters 
and initials incorporated. It possesses an Index, made by 
the same Baena, which being incomplete, this Catalogue 
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was formed of those Troubadours whose poetry appears in 
tliis Collection.” The List of names follows on pages 166. 
The following is a translation of Baena's own preface, with 
which the volume begins. 

“ Unicuique gracia est data : secundum paulum relata. 

Here commences the very remarkable and famous book, 
founded on the most elegant and subtle art of poetry and 
gentle craft (gaya sciencia). In which book are written, 
collected, and arranged all the songs most sweet and 
charmingly attuned to many and divers arts ; and all the 
questions on many ingenious inventions stated and an- 
swered, and all other most exquisite sayings, much polished 
and well versified, and all those most charming and 
profound processos e Requestas which in ail past times 
until now were made and arranged and composed and 
versified by that polished and f unous poet and patron 
of the said art, Alfonso Alrares de Villasandino, and 
all those other poets. Brethren in Monasteries, Masters 
in Theology, and Knights and Squires, and many 
more, and various learned persons who were and are 
the greatest minstrels, (desidores, jongleurs) and men the 
most discreet and well-informed in the said graceful art 
of these poets and minstrels. In this book, therefore, 
according to their order, will be found the names and works 
of each of them, and it extends also to the relation of the 
favor, aid, blessing, and strengthening with which our 
Lord Jiso, e ordeno, e conpusso, e acopilo, the Rabbi Johnn 
Alfonso de Baenn, the scribe and servant of the most high 
and most noble King of Cnstillc Don John our Lord, with 
much toil and labour, and with much diligence and affec- 
tion and great anxiety, to please and recreate and enliven 
and serve his Royal Highness and Grand Signor. For 
without doubt if his Grace, in this said book, would read 
at his time of life, he will receive delight, merriment 
and recreation, with the many bland, pleasant, sprightly 
and entertaining things therein contained ; and this re- 
doubtable royal person will have repose and tranquillity 
from fatigues, troubles and annoyances ; will lay aside and 
forget and withdraw from the weight of thought, melan- 
choly and affliction which so often burthen, weigh down 
and distress princes in their many and arduous negociations. 
In the same manner will be delighted her royal highness 
the high, most noble and most enlightened Queen of 
Castile, Donna Maria, our Lady his wife, and the Duennas 
and young Ladies of her house ; also delighted and en- 
chanted with this said book will be the most illustrious, 
most gracious, and most generous Prince Don Enrique, 
his son, and finally in geueral will be delighted with this 
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book all the Grandees of this Kingdom, and those pearD of 
Infantas, and Dukes, Counts, Governors, Admirals, Grand 
Masters, Marshalls, Doctors, and Esquires and all other 
Gentlemen, with the ladies, attendants and official persons 
of his Royal Household will much demand to read, and to 
hear read, and to understand this work. And that this so 
famous book should be more agreeable and better under- 
stood by hearers and readers, it was ordered ar.d fixed by the 
said Johan Alfonso da Baena that at the commencement of 
this work should be a prologue or harangue, and as a foun- 
dation and root of the whole work, it is here commenced. 
Johannes Baennensis homo ; vocatur in sua domo. 

In this prologue Baena, after recommending the study 
of ancient history and chronicles, and extolling their utility 
for Kings, Princes and Nobles, defines thus the Art of 
theTroubndours, “As it is certain and notorious that among 
all rare and worthy writings in the world which were 
written nnd arranged, and made and composed, by wise 
and discreet Authors, Masters and Compilers, the art of 
poetry and gentle craft is a writing and composicion 
most curious, artful and graceful,” &c. &c. 

Antonio also, in his Bibl. Hisp. Vetus, Tom. 2, p. 251, says, 

Pervellem equidem nobiliorum Poetarum carmina aut 
saltern unius et alterius eorum gustum sistcre : cum ut 
Poeticaui singulorum indolem internoscere liceret, turn ut 
metri genus, obsoletnque patrii sermonis vocabula nostra- 
tium aures arrigerent ac titillarent. Quando autem id 
exequi non vacat, unum moneo collectionem hanc uber- 
rimam atque omnium qua: circumferuntur , antiquissimam 
esse : Neque exiguum opera pretium facturuiu quicumque 
earn non perfunetorie legerit. In his enim poematiis prater 
eorum elegantiam, nativamque patrii sermonis copiam, 
bona forsan a:vi quo scripta fuerunt historioe pars graphice 
depingitur. Nimirum his verborum involucris ac roic 
a'tvtypaei Poetic animi sensa, quae alias propalare tutum 
minime foret, includere amant. 

With the exception of the few selections made by De 
Castro, no portion of this Cnncionero has ever been printed, 
and no copy of it is known to exist.

dinary measure, and with the same forced and persevering 
system of alliteration. Wyntoun records the principal pro- 
ductions of his contemporary bard and friend Huchone, 
styled by Dunbar Clerk of Tranent, to have written besides 
his “Gest Imperiall, the great gest of Arthur, the adventures 
of Gawan, and the Pistell of Swete Susanne." The two 
latter have at length occurred, both written in style ex- 
actly similar to each other, and very marked and peculiar. 
Add to this the resemblance of the old Scotish Poem of 
Houlat, as is well observed by Pinkerton in the Prelimi- 
naries to his Scotish Poems, vol I. p. 23, and little doubt 
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can remain that the present poem of Susanne is the cu. 
rious and long lost pistell of Hucheon, Clarke of Tranent— 
perhaps the only surviving copy."

This translation is^not mentioned in the Catalogue of his 
works, published by Fnbricius and Tanner. The latter 
makes him Canon of Salisbury, Gmnd-Chantre of Lin- 
coln in 1196, and Archdeacon of Oxford in 1 198. The 
year of his death is unknown, but he was alive in 1210. 

Chrestien de Troyes put into rhime, about 1190, the 
Roman du Lancelot de Lac with the title of Charette. 

He did not finish it, but it was continued some years 
after by Geoffroy de Ligny or de Lagny.” See the de- 
scription of these volumes in the La Valliere Catalogue by 
Mr. Can Praet.

Twenty-two thousand lines, incomplete at the end. The 
outline of the Story is as follows,— 

“ Britain after the expulsion of the Homans was divided 
into many kingdoms. One of these kingdoms was go- 
verned by Atle, who built Atlcborough. King Bede, a 
descendant of Atle, had a sister named Odenild, beloved 
by n nobleman of a neighbouring kingdom, who, while visit- 
ing her privately, was murdered by the son of Frode the 
king's Seneschal, leaving Odenild pregnant. When Ode- 
nild was secretly delivered of a male child, her attendant 
exposed it : and being found by one of the king's fol- 
lowers he adopted the infant and called him Florenz. 
Bede some time after married the daughter of Morgan 
Ki ig of Neustria, by whom he had a son named Waldef. 
On the death of Bede, Frode the Seneschal usurped the king- 
dom, and endeavoured to destroy the child Waldef : but he 
was preserved by Florenz, who finally killed Frode and 
established Waldef on his paternal throne. Waldef after 
defeating the several neighbouring kings, married Ernildn, 
by whom he had two sons Giac nnd Guthlac. A band of 
Saracens stole away his queen and children, but, after 
many adventures, they were restored to him, when the 
children had attained to manhood. Afteratime the young 
princes determined to seek their fortunes in Germany, 
where Ginc overcame the Emperor. During their absence 
Waldef was surprised and killed by Brand at Rochester, 
on learning which Giac renounced the World, and Guthlac 
returning to England to avenge his father's ileath, engaged 
Hunewald a Gigantic Dane. — Here it ends. 

The best parts of theTale are theEpisodesof theemperor’s 
Daughter (f. 109) and of his Nephew, (f. 120). There 
is no supernatural intervention except the vision of the 
Angel : Faerie is mentioned incidentally in one or two 
places, as are Rings which rendered the wearer invul- 
nerable. 

The writer seems well acquainted with the geography 
of England, (noting especially many places in Norfolk) ; 
nnd generally of Europe. 

Iu the Library of C. C C. Cambridge, N°. 329, 1, it a 
Latin MS. Version of a Life of Waldef by John Bramas, 
a Monk ofThetford, who says it was first composed in English 
and afterwards turned into French verse for a Lady who did 
not understand English. 

The present copy seems to have been written about the 
latter end of the XHIth Century: the folios 4, 6 and 125 
arc misplaced.

This most curious document contains a 
detailed account of all the Revenue anti Expellees of the 
Earl and his Family, and commences in the following 
manner, — “ Right honorable some (Tower yeares ago 
your honor was pleased to tell Mr. Golding and myself 
that you would make a declaration of the estate left you, 
and which hath accrued any way unto you since your 
ffuthers death, and of your ex|iences, whereby the world 
might see that you have not ouly brought honor unto 
your house and posteritie, but aisoenlaiged your revenue, 
which hath induced me, although very unfit, to make the 
declaration ensuing. Which, although it be very imper- 
fect, in respect many things might passe without my 
knowledge, yett it will give greut light unto your 
honour in that work, which 1 do earnestly desire may be 
|ierfectcd for the satisfaction of your good friends." 

“ About the year 84 your noble father departed this life, 
and immediately after it pleased God to take out of this 
life your noble brother Sir Phillipp Sidney, whose Exe- 
cutors, viz. the now Lady Clanrickard, and Sir F. Wal- 
singlmtu, caried away in behalf of the heire generall all 
the goods and moveables at Penshurst, as plate, Jewells, 
nnd houshould stuffe to the value of 20,000, as I have 
been informed, besides the Manor of Rohertsbridge and 
Mnldon, which were worth 1200 per annum, besides the 
benefit of the sale of much timber, which, with the 
rents and fines in the thirty yeares the Countess of Clan- 
rickard and the Earl of Rutland enjoyed it could not 
amount unto lesse than 40,f'0O," &c. &c. The writer 
was Master of the Robes to the Earl, and this memo- 
rial is a vindication of his honesty, and a call upon the 
Earl to reward his long services. On paper, eery neatly 
written, and bound in vellum.

Like its predecessors, Tyturell, Parcifal and Lohengrin, 
translated from the proven^al tongue by Wolfram von 
Eschenbach, the present chronicle, of the exploits of Char- 
lemagne and his twelve peers, has probably been done into 
ancient German rhymes from a French romaunt, having 
some such title as “ Ci comence I'Estoire que Turpin le Erce- 
vesque de Heins fit del bon roy Charlemagne coment il con- 
quist Espagne, e delivera des Paens." 

Arthur and Charlemagne are the first and original heroes 
of romance. And as Geoffrey’s history is the grand repo- 
sitory of the acts of Arthur, so a fabulous history ascribed 
to Turpin is the groundwork of all the chimerical legends 
which have been related concerning the conquests of 
Charlemagne and his twelve peers. Its subject is the ex- 
pulsion of the Saracens from Spain, &c. 

Charlemagne, Rowland and Oliver were chaunted at the 
battle of Hastings. 

A very curious description of Gaileon’s sword Duransard 
is to be found in the romance of “ La plaisante et delectable 
Histoirede Gerileon d'Angleterre,” Paris, 1572. 

In the old German translation, Roland’s sword is called 
Durndart. 

In the British Museum there is an old French manuscript 
containing the history of Charlemagne, translated into prose 
from Turpin’s lalin. The writer declares that he preferred 
a sober prose translation of this authentic historian, as his- 
tories in rhyme, undoubtedly very numerous on this subject, 
looked so much like lies ! " Nuz contes rymez non est vrais: 
tot mensonge ce qu'ils dient.” His title is extremely curious, 
“ Ci comence I'Estoire que Turpin le Ercevesque de Reins 
fit del bon roy Charlemayne coment il conquist Espagne, e 
delivera des Paens. Et pur eeo qe Estoire rimee semble men- 
sunge, est ceste mis in prose, solun le Latin qe Turpin 
mesmes fist, tut ensi curne il le vist et vist.” 

M. Falconet, an ingenious inquirer into the early literature 
of France, is of opinion, that the most ancient romances, 
such as that of the Round Table, were first written in 
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Latin prose : it being well known that Turpin's Charlemagne, 
as it is now extant, was originally composed in that language. 
He thinks they were translated into French rhymes, and at 
last into French prose, tels que nous les avons nujourd' hui. 

It is a proof of the decay of invention among the French 
in the beginning of the XIVth Century, that about that 
period they began to translate into prose their old metrical 
romances, such as the fables of King Arthur, of Charle- 
magne, &c.

The portion of the Collection which belonged to the

“Don 
Jusd de Yriarte had a particular predilection for collect- 
ting and preserving all the popular proverbs, which he 
heard in conversation or met with in Authors, citing 
always the person whom he heard pronounce them 
although of the lowest class of society : and often pay- 
ing hia servants a certain sum for each proverb they 
brought him which was not already among those he 
had collected. In this manner he procured the exor- 
bitant quantity of from 25 to 30,000.” Elogio de D. 
Juan de Yriarte.

It came from the Monastery of Ottenbeuren, near Mem- 
mingen, and is mentioned by Mabillon in his Iter Germa- 
nicum as perantiquum, and is also described, in the fol- 
lowing terms, by D. Martinus Gerbert, Princeps et Abbas 
ad S. Blasium in Sylva Nigra, in his Iter Alamaunicum.

“ The Merovingian character is remarkable for the rude- 
ness of its form. It is difficult to decypher, and can only 
be read with the utmost pains and attention. Certain 
letters, such as A, r, m, n, have something peculiar, which 
shews them to be Merovingian. The perpendicular ones 
all rise far above the line ; whilst the others, going under 
or over it, have a very unseemly appearance, though they 
help to devine and lead to the correct reading. History is 
silent, as far as I recollect, as to what period Codices in 
this style of writing belong. The Carlovingian character, 
which is a perceptible refinement upon it, did not appear 
all at once, as may naturally be supposed, in its most im- 
proved form. In its origin, it was mixed with the Mero- 
vingian. And such is the inestimable MS. Horarium 
at Ottobeuren, which, though evidentlv written in 
THIS MIXED CHARACTER, BELONGS MOST CERTAINLY TO THE 

first nALr of the EicnTH century. I have examined it 
with two scholars particularly versed in diplomatic writings 
and ancient manuscripts, and the celebrated Benedietin P. 
Ucrla Mayer, who then, if my memory does not deceive me, 
assigned to it the same age I have just indicated." In fine 
preservation, and in the original vellum binding.

*** This is an exceedingly curious Recueil of Norman 
metrical romances, and some idea may be formed of their 
excessive rarity when it is known that, 20 years ago, 
L'Abbe De la Rue made diligent search for the first poem 
of the collection, being aware of its existence, without being 
able to obtain any traces of it. The subject is a monastic 
account of the founding of “ li gliese seint michiel,” with 
the visions and miracles of its founder Albert, bishop of 
Avranches, in the reign of Childcbert. 

St. Michael's Mount, situated on the coast of Normandy, 
near to the city of Avranches, is called TombeUiine ; and 
Geoffrey of Monmouth says the place was called Tomba 
Helena. 

But an extract from the proeme of this probably unique 
romance will give a more familiar idea of its style and
